Bishop Burdon 
expressed himself. in a manner which 
must tend greatly to inspire confidence, 
ag: his liberal-mindedness waa one of 
the most: striking characteristics of the 
meeting, Asa man, Dr Burdon pos- 
esses, wo believe, the qualities of 
public-spiritedness and the highest of 
motives; and if as a Bishop he bas occa- 
sionally impaired his usefulness and in- 
fluence for good by the. strong positiona 
he has assumed, it must. be admitted that. 
ho has go acquilted himself -in the lead- 
ing part taken by him in this matter as 
to disarm criticism. It was feared. by 
some that the close connection of a 
strong-willed man like the Bishop with 
the School. might lead to awkward con- 
sequences in the conduct of the institu- 
tion ; and the community are indebted 
to the shrewd common-sense of Sir John 
Smale for raising. the question of: the 
scholastic management of the scheme.

efforts in advancing Education,

DEATH OP J. A. ROEBUCK, M. P. FOR 
: : SHEFFIELD. : 
Reuter informs us of the death of this 
eminent Liberal, better known some years 
ago as “Tear’em” from hie fearless de- 


nunojations of all he consideréd impolitio or 


unfair and his strong’ criticisms of- political 
‘op 


onents. Jfen of the Time gives a ver, 
bal 
much prefer the following notice of the 
laceeael member, which we find’in ‘‘ Vham- 
bers’a Enoyclopmdia’s— = 
Roebuek, John Arthur, English politician, 
waa born at Madras in. 1801, but passed his 
youth in Canada. At the ege of 23, he 
came to England, and was called to the bar 
at the Inner Temple in 1831. . He challeng- 
ed the -auffrages of the electors of Bath as a 
Radical reformer. in 1832, and represented 
that city until 1837. He was again elected 
in 1841, and held hie seat until the general 
election (1847). In. May, 1849, he was 
returned tor Sheffield, which he represented 
till 1868; and for which he was again 
returned in 1874. In 1835, when the ex- 
ecutive government of Canada and the 
House of Assembly of lower Canada were at 
variance, the latter body appointed R, their 
paid agent in England—a position which 
involved him in a serious quarrel with the 
prees. He was noxt the central figure of a 
parliamentary ‘scene,’ onthe occasion of a 
too plentiful crop of election petitions and 
election ‘compromises subsequent upon a 
general election. He made vut such a case 
that, in defiance alike of Whigs and Tories,’ 
he obtained a committee to inquire into 
His next great ap- 
earance was at the meeting of parliament 
in January 1855, when he gave notice of a 
motion for inquiring into the condition. of 
the army before Sebastopol. To the undis- 
guised joy of the nation, R. earried his 
motion by an immense majority, and the 
administration of the Earl of Aberdeen was 
shattered to pieces, The’ Sebastopol Com- 
mittee sat, and the inquiry exercised great 
influence in the subsequent reconstruction of 
the War Department, and the reorganisation 
of our military, commissariat, and medical 
systems. In 1855, he became 2 candidate 
for the chairmanship of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, with a salary of £1500 per 
annum, but was only third on the poll. On 
the aunexation of Savoy and Nice in 1860, 


Mr. Roebuck indulged in the sharpest | 


invective against the Emperor Napoleon. 
He became a director of the Galway Steam- 
packet Company, and offended his con- 
stituents by defending a contract which they 
regarded as gavouring of, a political job. 
He went to Vienna to obtain some commer- 
cial concessions for a Company with which 
he was connected, and returned with strong 
ro-Austrian sympathies, volunteering © 
a efeane of Austrian rule in Venetia, W ich 
jarred upon public feeling. During the 
civil war in America, he displayed a strong 
leaning towards the cause of the Con-. 
federates,. In the debate on the war between 
Germany and Denmark, R. declared (1864) 
that the English fleet: ought to have been 
sent to defond Denmark. X. is fearless and 
unmeasured in attack, not too charitable -in 
his judgments, fond of personalities, sending 
his taunts home by the frequent use of the 
upraised arm and the pointed index-finger, 
but is regarded nevertheless as in the main 
an honest and truehearted Englishman, He 
is the author of a work: on the Colonies of 
England, the History of the Whig Ministry 
of 1830 to the passing of the Reform Bill, 
and iu his earlier years contributed much to 
the Westminster aud Edinburgh Reviews.

The following is the full text of the pro- 
clamation issued at Cabul,. Oct. 30, by 


4 General Ruberts — 


1, General Roberta, on. behalf of the 
British Government, hereby-proclaim - that 


the Amir having, ‘by his owo free will, 


abdicated, has left Afghanistan without a 
government. : 

In consequence of the shameful outrage 
upon its envoy and suite, the British 
Government has been compelled tnioccupy 
by-force of arma the city of Kabul, and to 
take military possession of other parts of 
Afghanistan, , 

The British Government now commands 
that all Afghan authorities, chief, aad 
sirdars do continue their functions in main- 
taining order, referring to,him whatever is 
necessary. 

The British Government desires that the’ 
people shall be treated with justice and 
benevolence, and that their religiwus feelings 
and customs be respected. sos 

The services of such sirdara and chiefs as 
assist preserving order will be duly re- 
cognized ; but all disturbers of the peace, 
and person concerned in attacks upon the 
British authority, will meet with condign 
punishment. . 

The British Government, after consulta- 
tion with the principal si:dars, tribal chiefs, 
and others representing the interests and 
wisses of the yarious provinces and cities, 
will declare its will as to the future per- 
manent arrangements to be made for the 
good goverument of the people. 


_ The following are the incidents of Ya- 
kub’s resignation, The 12th Octob r was 
the day fixed for the proclamation in the 
Bala Hisear, when the Amir was ordered to 
attend, Atsix in the morning, he left bis 
camp with two servants, went to Major 
Hastings, the political officer, and wished 
to see General Roborts immediately. He 
was received privately. He seemed great- 
ly excited, said his life had become miszer- 
able, and he waa-determined to resign. Ge- 
neral Roberta requested him to reconsider 
his resvluti-n, as the step was a serious 
one, The Amir, however, persisted, saying 
he had intended to resign at Khushi, but 
‘was dissuaded. Now be was determined, 
ad preferred being a graas-cutter in the 
British Camp to being AmiratKabul, He 
earnestly wished that his resignation might 
be accepted. He was ready togo to I dia, 
L ndon, Malta, or anywhere the Viceroy 
might gecide, General Roberta gave him 
‘ime to consider his determination, au 
placed ‘a tent near the Head quarters at Ya- 
kub’s disposal, saying that ten o’slock was 
fixed fur the procession, At ten o'clock the 
Amir again visited :.eneral Roberts, saying 
that his mind was fully made up to abdicate 
immediately. General Roberts was unable 
to accept his abdication without cousult~ 
ing the Viceroy, and asked the Amir to 
let watters remain in abeyance, for, if ' is 
abdication were announced, aud afterwards 
Government for any reason should refuse 
its ratification; it might possibly cause 
serious. mischief. The Amir, accepting 
this view of the situation, sent his eldest son 
and heir to attend the Bua ‘Hissar procla- 
mation, and excused himself, Excitement 
and the life of auxiety he-had lately Id 
had teld on bis health. © His excuse was 
accepted later in theday, and his tent re- 
moved to head-quarters, where he has 
since remalned, ‘The Amir was unaware 
of the terms of the prodlamation and igno- 
rant of the intention to arrest bis minis- 
ters, On the 26th, at night, General 
Roberts’ proclamation was issued to the 
principal Sirdars, and copies sent to the. 
ghiefa of Kobistan, ‘Turkestan and Herat, 
al! over the county. ;
